Group I, claims 1-10 and 12-16, drawn to a composition based on plant extracts with an 
useful for the treatment of adiposity and cellulites in humans comprising: biflavones of 
Ginkgo biioba, catechin and/or epicatechin, cumarin or derivatives thereof, iodine and a 
component chosen from among madecassic acid, asiatic acid, asiaticoside and 
mixtures thereof. 

Group II, claims 17-20, drawn to a method for treating adiposity and cellulites in human 
comprising administering to a human suffering from adiposity and cellulites an effective 
amount of a composition comprising a flavone dimmer. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claim 17, at least, is 
anticipated by or obvious over WO 97/17056 because Fabre et al. teaches a method of 
treating cellulite comprising the administration of a composition comprising an extract of 
Viburnum containing amentoflavone. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 

invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 

linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 
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The species are as follows: 

1 . Embodiments wherein the composition comprises a catechin and/or 
epicatechin. 

2. Embodiments wherein the composition comprises cumarin or derivatives 
thereof. 

3. Embodiments wherein the composition comprises a component chosen 
from among madecassic acid, Asiatic acid, asiaticoside and mixtures of 
these. 

4. Embodiments wherein the composition further includes flavonol 
glucosides and lactonic terpenes 

5. Embodiments wherein the composition further comprises a compound 
chosen from the group consisting of methylxanthinic derivatives, 
chlorogenic acids, mono- and di- caffeylchinic acid and derivatives thereof, 
eicosapentaenoic acid, docohesaenoic acid, gamma-linolenic acid and 
mixtures thereof. 

6. Embodiments wherein the composition comprises either Melilotus and/or 
Aesculus hyppocastanum extract. 

7. Embodiments wherein the composition further comprises one or more of 
the following: an extract of Ilex paraguarinensis, artichoke extract, fish oil, 
and borage oil. 

8. Embodiments wherein the composition further comprises one or more of 
the following: caffeine, caffeilchinic acids, eicosapentaenoid acid, 
docoesaenoic acid and gamma-linolenic acid.
